Dissolve Board 


At Monday’s Student Council meet- 
ing ASSSC Chief Justice John Bukey 
asked the Board to approve an amend- 
ment proposed by the Board of Justice 
calling for more power. 

It was defeated by abstentions. 

The proposal presented by Bukey 
would increase the strength of the jus- 
tice board in that it ‘‘shall have the 
power to try all infractions of ASSSC 
By-Laws and Policies,’’ and the ‘‘ Board 
of Justice may impose penalties for in- 
fractions bf ASSSC By-Laws and Poli- 
cies including but not limited to the fol- 
lowing: 

‘*(1) Money fine,’’ and, 

‘*(2) Temporary or permanent sus- 
pension of organizations or individuals 
from the ASSSC.”’ 

The present duties defined ip the 
By-Laws state: 

Article V, Section 6, (a-b) — ‘‘The 
Board of Justice shall interpret the 
By-Laws and pass on the legality of any 
aet of any officer, organization, or in- 
dividual which has been brought to 

their attention by the Attorney General. 

‘‘The Board of Justice shall have or- 
iginal jurisdiction in all cases arising 
under law or equity in the ASSSC.
